Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative discussed the differences between 
the present invention and the prior art of record. One of these differences included that Latif translated protocols by 
using an intermediate protocol and his invention did not accomplish this without buffering the packet or occur at wire 
speed. The examiner indicated this initial discussion to be persuasive and suggested the applicant submit a response 
in writing to the final rejection indicating these particular differences. The examiner would review them in more detail at 
that time and the prior art rejection of Latif et al. 730 would most likely be withdrawn. 
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
